THE HB8T OAMP MEETIH&. 


Tiie first camp-meeting in the United 


Stales was held in 1799, in Kentucky, on 
the banks of the Red River. Two broth- 
ers, named McQee, one a Presbyterian 
minister and the other a Methodist, were 
on a religious tour from a Tennessee town, 
wlya-e the Methodist brother was settled, 
to a place called "The Barrens," in Ohio. 
•Arriving at' a town on the Red River, 
they stopped to attend a sacramental ser- 
vice with a Presbyterian clergyman named 
McG reedy. John McGee, the Methodist, 
was invited to preach first, and did so 
with unusual power and effect. 
His 


brother and another Presbyterian minis- 
ter followed him with short 
sermons, 


which also proved of great effect. 
Three 


of the Presbyterian ministers left the 
church, but the McGee brothers felt them- 
selves too powerfully affected to leave un- 
der (circumstances of so much interest. 


John McGee was expected to preach a 


second sermon ; but when the time came, 
he arose and declared to the people that 
the overpowering nature of his feslings 
would not allow him to preach, and ex- 
horted them to surrender their hearts to 
God, and the excitement became intense. 
Accounts of this extraordinary movement 
soon reached the surrounding country, 
and ,the people crowded to see what these 
things meant. 
They had never heard the 


like before. 
Many came from a distance 


in w'agous, bringing provisions with them. 
The meeting house could uot contain all 
who came, and an altar was therefore 
erected in the neighboring forest. 


The novel procedure gave a new im- 


pulse to the public interest, and tents be- 
ing procured, with provisions and other 
necessaries, a camp was formed around 
the altar* The meeting was contined for 
several days.

THE DABKflAZIH OANADA, 


In some interesting and graphic remi- 


miscences of Montreal sixty years ago, 
Mr. J. H. Dorwin writes to the Montreal 
Star as follows : 


" What was the strangest occurrence of 


that time, or rather the strangest thing 
that ever happened in the history of this 
country, was what has always been known 
as the ' Phenomenon of 1819.' On the 
morning of Sunday, November 8, 1819, 
the sun rose upon a cloudy sky, which as- 
sumed,, as the light .grew upon it, a 
strange greenish tint, varying in places 
to an inky blackness. After a short time 
the whole sky became terribly dark, dense 
clouds rilling the atmosphere, and there 
followed a heavy shower of rain, which 
appeared to be something of the nature 
of soapsuds, and was found to have de- 
posited after settling, a substance in ail 
its qualities resembling soot. Late in 
the afternoon the sky cleared to its na- 
tural aspect, and the next day was fine 
and frosty. 
On the morning of Tuesday, 


the 10th, heavy clouds again covered the 
sky, and changed rapidly from a deep 
green to a pitchy black, and the sun, when 
occasionally seen through them, was some- 
times of a dark brown or an unearthly 
yellow color, and again bright orange, 
and even blood red. The clouds con- 
stantly deepened in color and density, 
and later on a heavy vapor seemed to de-

as a protection against dampness.

invention consists of a sheet of mica em- 
bedded in. thin coatings Of cement and 
placed in the boot or shoe between the 
outer and inner sole,"the.upper leather 
lapping,over its edges, and^ov&ing the 
upper space from the toe to the iiistep.

As it was alleged 


that many excesses attended such out- 
door services, the Wesleyan Conference 
in 1807, declared, "It is our judgment, 
that even supposing such meetings to be 
allowable in America, they are highly 
improper in England, and likely to be 
productive of considerable mischief, and 
we disclaim connection with them." Their 
advocates, however, continued to hold 
them. 
Hugh Bourne, a zealous Metho- 


dist layman, who aroused the people in 
Lancashire, Cheshire, and Staffordshire, 
was expelled from the connection in 1808. 
Two years later, William Clomes, another 
prominent supporter of the camp-meet- 
ings, was also expelled. Clomes began a 
course of home missionary labors, giving 
up his business for that purpose. 
Classes 


were formed, and from 1810 dates the 
''Primitive Methodist" denomination, 
which upholds camp-meetings as well as 
preaching in highways and market places. 
The Wesleyan Conference has never re- 
called its disapproval of camp-meetings, 
but the Wesleyans in Ireland commenced 
holding them in 1860, and have since con- 
tinued.
